The Law of Entail. 


Much misapprehension exists in this 


country as to the present powers of entail 
in England.' There is no such thing as 
a law of primogeniture, except in so far 
that if a man die intestate his real estate 
would pass to his eldest son, except in 
Kent, where it would be divided among 
all his sons. Up to the close of the last 
century the power of entail was illimita- 
ble. It was curtailed in consequence of 
the extraordinary will made by a mer- 
chant named Thellussen, of Swiss ori- 
gin, who accumulated a vast fortune in 
London, partly by buying up jewels 
from French emigres at the time of the 
great revolution. Mr. Thellussen in- 
tended his money to accumulate until it 
would have reached abojut $700,000,000. 
The Government, deeming it undesirable 
that any subject should possess wealth 
so colossal, introduced a bill limiting en- 
tail to living persons and twenty-one 
years afterward. 
This is is not much 


greater than the power of entail in New 
York, and almost identical with that in 
Massachusetts, 
^tfany estates in and 


around New York—the Lefferts, Rhine 
lander, for example—are entailed. In 
England hundreds of great properties 
are completely unentailed, and it is pure- 
ly the custom, not the law, of the coun- 
try which will cause them to be trans- 
mitted to the eldest son. Men who are 
very liberal in politics favor the custom, 
because they think that it keeps up the 
position of a family, and that were an 
estate divided up in the next generation 
none would be better for such division. 
It is not generally understood here that 
the law in England permits a man to 
leave his property precisely as he pleases, 
and that a Duke can lep-ve all to his foot- 
man. The great estates, for instance, of 
the Duke of Hamilton, Premier Duke of 


cotland, were, up tc the time of his 


marriage, absolutely unentailed. This 
came out of some law proceedings.— 
London Tiines. 


MR. AND MRS. AMES, of San Fmn- 


cisco, agreed that they were uusuited .to 
each other, and that a separation v. as 
desirable, but how to obtain a divorce 
was puzzling, because neither had a 
grievance that would stand the tebt ot 
the law.

They have had a rough jour- 
ney across country, for six day a, but pre- 
ferred this route to ttavel through a region 
of country where violence has been open- 
ly threatened. Col. Meacham, who yet 
fuels I he effects of the wounds received 
from the M.odocs fit the time of Gen. Can 
by's death, defend* the action of Agent 
Berry, in the strongest terms, and says, 
"Though it may not be correct in law, it 
was done with the best intention, and un- 
der the impression that it was the only 
thing that would avert trouble." He re- 
fers to the sending of Jackson under the 
citizen guard instead of the military.

A Forbiddep Land. 


The only forbidden land on the face 


of the globe is the kingdom of Corea. 
Loosely speaking, there are npt many 
men in the world who care whether the 
country is open or shut. But there are 
enough who do care to make it very un- 
comfortable tor the Coreans, who would 
muoh rather live in a land forbidden to 
strangers than to be liable to constant 
ruriptions of foreigners, with their pro- 
posals for trade, their outlandish notions, 
and their strange influences on domestic 
manners, speech and religion. 


Nearly ever since the world began, so 


far as we know, with but few interrup- 
tions, the kingdom of Corea has been 
shut up from the rest of the population 
of the globe as hermetically as if it 
were one of the subdivisions of the 
moon's surface. Until very lately, the 
only information which we have had 
about the country, its population, physi- 
cal peculiarities and its history, has been 
. derived from the tales told by a Dutch 
sailor who was cast away upon the 
Corean coast more than 200'ymra ago. 


A few writers, like Saibold and Du 


Halde, picked up much indirect infor- 
mation in China and Japan from ship- 
wrecked Coreans, who are supposed to 
have told as many lies, though of a dif- 
ferent character, as Henrik Hamel. the 
shipwrecked Dutchman, after ho suc- 
ceeded m getting away from the Core- 
ans, who had kept him as a curiosity for 
nearly twenty years. As we are apt to 
magnify the greatness of the unknown, 
tho prevailing belief through the civil 
ized world has been that Corea is a land 
flowing with milk and honey, teeming 
with riches of all kinds, and filled with 
gorgeous 
palaces 
and cloud-capped 


tower?, the like of which have not been 
since tlie days of Kublah Khan and his 
Oriental splendor. Cupidity has, there- 
fore, been added to curiosity, and the 
commercial world is eager to break into 
the forbidden land, to ransack its rich 
store-houses, and to gape in wonder a.t 
its marvelous monuments. 


About Ex-Senator Stewart. 


The fickleness of fortune, the heart- 


lessness of flash society and the follies 
of ihonouveau riche cannot be* better 
illustrated than by giving a few facts re- 
lating to a late celebrated family in\ 
Washington. The wife was the hand/ 
some, dashing daughter of a well-known 
politician, now in office in New Orleans.

How a Siake Moves. 


A snake when on the ground moves 


often with considerable rapidity. 
The 


head is slightly raised, and the body 
and tail progress by means of the pe- 
culiar grasping power ef the skin and 
ribs of the underneath parts, which en- 
ables consecutive contraction and elon- 
gation to occur. The movement is more 
or less flat with the earth, and the snake 
never coils upward, as is often figured 
in old and some new paintings and en- 
gravings. It can erect its head and 
mneh of the neck and fore part of the 
body, and this is also done when the 
creature is in horizontal coils, and 
quiescent. On moving up a stone or 
tree the head, neck and much of the 
body may be placed against the more or 
less vertical object, and a small portion 
only of the body may be left on thfl 
ground, but in this position the snake is 
liable to fall sideways. On moving up a 
tree they do not coil themselves round 
and round it like a rope, but they may 
do this when atilL It is wonderful hoi» 
snakes move along and between boughs, 
and, taking a turn round one with theiz 
tail end, swing and look for food, and 
also how they will make themselves up 
into a bunch on a fork of a tree, and re- 
mains there without falling.

It is entitled "The Political Situation from 
Financial Standpoint," and in signed by the 
names of tweuty-two of the foremost business 
men of the country—men who stai:d for all 
that IB stable and thorough in commercial Wo 
—all of them millionaires, and the most of 
them made so by their own efforts. Their 
views are important, first, because they are 
wise; and, second, because they are at the 
financial centef —the heart of the commercia. 
world, where every pulse beat of politics is felt, 
and ita effect measured. The article ia ad- 
dressed to the citizen's of .New York, and ia as 
follows: 


Twenty years ago, when the debt of the 


United States was only $1.91 per capita, the 
Government borrowed, with some difficulty, 
$1,500,000 at 12 per cunt, interest. Last year,

. 000,000 wan "offered to the Government at 4 


per cent., when it needed and accepted only 
1121,000,000. Under the latest Democratic ad- 
ministration the public debt was more than 
doubled during four years of peace, and United 
States 6 per cents, sold at 96 in December, 
1860. Within tho last four years the public 
debt has been reduced •1133.845,162, or nearly 
six times the entire debt in 1856, and United 
States 4-per-cent. bonds have sold at 110%. 
Yet, notwithstanding this marvelous change 
for tho better, some partisans insist that a 
"change" la necessary, and that 
another 


Democratic administration should now be in- 
trusted with power. 


SHALL THERE BE A CHANGE ? 


A transfer of power from the party which 


ha« so completely restored the public credit to 
the party by wliich it was left BO completely 
wrecked would naturally cause serious alarm. 
The public credit has become so linked with all 
financial, commercial, and industrial interests 
that it cannot be impaired or seriously threat- 
ened without the gravest consequences. The 
time haa long passed—if, indeed, it ever exist- 
ed—when only a few wealthy men would have 
Buffered ffpm a blow at the public credit. The 
" bloated bondholder " has become the average 
American, yoter. A great number of persona 
are now affected directly, and a much greater 
number indirectly, but" personally, by every 
rise and fall in the value of Government securi- 
ties, while any considerable change would 
affect every branch of industry and trade, and 
nearly every lender or borrower, laborer or 
employer, in the whole land. 


WHO HOIJ> OCB BONDS. 


Checks have jutt bw'ii sent to 5S,000 persons 


for quarterly lutcrt-bt on registered 4 per cents, 
alone. Tho coupon bonds are still more widely 
distributed, so that at leant 200,000 pertons are 
probably affected directly an holders of bonds. 
But the national banks 'hold m Government 
bonds over {400,000,000, or nearly nine-tentlm of 
tho capital re{>n»*iited by thoir ehareJ, wbich 
are owned by 208,000 stockholders, and of 
these 105,000 OT\H not more than ten shares 
each, and 182,000, or nearly nine-tenths, own 
not moro than titty fihares oach. The S.ate 
banks have about .i(7,7:»,000 invested in tho 
same way, and thaee probably represent at least 
50,000 stockholders. The loan and trust com- 
panies, representing a large but unknown num- 
ber of owners, have about $18,000,000 hi vested 
in United StaU'rf Londri, or 85 per cent, of their 
ontire capital. Tito lift; iiimrance companies 
have about $4'2,OOOiO()0 invobttxl in Government 
bondH, and they represent the savings of nearlv 
600,000 policy-holders. The fire and marine 
and casualty insurance companies represent a 
still larger but unknown number of policv- 
holdera, and those doing bufeiupbs in New Yoik 
alono haveo\er SG8,l!00,COO invented in United 
Btates bonds, out of about ij)165,000,000 of as- 
sets in this country. The savings banks rep- 
resent 2.263,707 depositors, and hold $136,415,- 
159 iu United States bonds. In all, not less 
than 4,000,000 persons are thus interested, 
either personally or through corporations, as 
owners of Bonds, and would be directly Affected 
• by a decline m the public credit. 


THE EFFECT OP A niCLJNE. 


The disastrous effects of a serious decline 


would b« far more extensive. By the corpora- 
tions mentioned, about $2,000,000,000 are now 
loaned for the support of various branches of 
trade and industry, viz : By national banks, 
fl,000,000.000 ; by State banks, $200.000,000 ; 
by savings banks, $420,000,000 ; by loan and 
trust companion. $65,000,000 : by fife insurance 
companies, $200,000,000 ; and by fire and ma- 
rine insurance companies, doing business in 
New Yorkj $30,000,000. 
Shrinkage of public 


oredit would involve a shrinkage of the assets 
of these corporations, and a corresponding, and 
possibly sudden and sweeping, contraction of 
then- loans. To merchants in their stores, to 
manufacturers m their factories, to workmen 
in their shops, and mills, and mines, the con- 
aequences would U> not less disastrous than to 
the reluctant capitalists or lenders. Kever yet 
has thin country seen a financial repulsion as 
terrible and as far-reaching hi ita consequences 
as would now result from a collapse of that 
splendid public cr^lit which wise legislation 
and faithful administration have for twelve 
years been building np and fortifying. 


KO CALAMITY BOT.IQHT. 
There is a reasonable reluctance to 


that any party would deJiberately bring such u 
calamity npon the country. If tbe consequences 
were not o^ellooked or misunderstood, no party 
would. Tbe danger is not that this thing wiiJ 
be deliberately done. When a Captain wrecks 
his whip by want of knowledge, defective charts, 
inattention, or b«d judgment, ho mav hiwe had 
no intention to nup^nl bis l.fe aud tie liven of 
all on board. But the Democratic party his 
betn exposing the public credit to peril year 
after year, ever sinoe the war. until conservative 
men who do not question Us honet,ty of purpose 
have become profoundly apprehensive that its 
success would cause great cuancial, commercial 
and industrial disasters.

porary success in somo election. Since 1860 the 
course of that party has never! ended to inspire 
confidence in its capacity or fitness tor financial 
management, as its friends have perceived with 
keen regret.

Who could t«-ll what the Democratic party, 


if in power, would do with regard to the pay- 
ment of the public dobt or the mbrcot thereon?

Trade mui- 
tipl: es, manufacturers start forward with vigor, 
lab< r rejoices in fan- wages and full employ- 
mei t 
Yet we have but just emerged from a 


louj; period of disaster7 in which the resources 
of all were greatly strained and tho reserves of 
capital exhausted. A year or two of rebuild- 
ing, restoration, and large outlays for the ad- 
just ment of business to new needs, became 
nec< issary after a prolonged prostration. There 
has not been time, as yet, for business audin- 
dus ry in thtir various branches to get fully 
into condition for profitable work; much less 
has there been tune for the accumulation of 
new reserves. Business interests are not pre- 
pan d to bear"another period of straightened dis- 
aster. They have just begun to thrive. A re- 
actipn now, like a relapse of fever, would be 
more dangerous than the original disorder. In 
183S), after one year of partial recovery from 
tho comparatively brief prostration of 1837, the 
country suffered such a relapse, and the ter- 
rible consequences will not be forgotten. The 
business of this country is not m the condition 
to endure the enormous strain, the grave anxi- 
ety, and the prolonged uncertainty of a com- 
plet| change of the financial policy.

October Elections of the Past. 


Whenever the October States have 


been carried decisively by one party, 
that party has chosen the President in 
November. 
There ia no exception to 


this rale, ilore than this, sinee the 
Republican party was founded 110 im- 
portant October Stale has reversed its 
verdict in November. The Democratic 
pretense to the contrary is not support- 
ed by facts, as a careful reference to the 
election returns will show. In October, 
1856, the Democrats carried Indiana and 
Pennsylvania by 5,872 and 3,200 major- 
ity respectively, biit the Eepublicans 
had 19,000 majority in Ohio. Buchanan 
was elected, and carried both the Dem- 
ocratic October States by largely-in- 
creased majorities, while Fremont held 
Ohio by 16,623 majority. 


In October, I860, the Republicans 


carried Ohio, Indiana and Pennsylvania, 
and the election of Lincoln was con- 
ceded from that moment, and, prepara- 
tions for secession began in the Demo- 
cratic South.
